Ffca Phenomenon Is Caused by n Serlet of 


Intricate Twistingti. 


Strangely enough, the true concep- 


tion of the nature of an earthquake 
shock is of very recent origin. It is 
only within the past 10 years that 
the science of the measurement of 
earthquakes bus been placed on a 
sure basis, and it is hardly more than 
a generation since the first steps were 
taken in this direction. 


From the time of the ancients un- 


til tho middle of our own century 
the phenomena of earthquakes had 
been observed and described on 
countless occasions. But if any one 
will look over the pages of IJiun- 
boldt's "Cosmos" (published in 1844), 
which summarizes the then existing 
knowledge on this subject, he will 
find almost rio sign that earthquakes 
are to be studied like other mechan- 
ical motions. 


Tho effects of the great Neapolitan 


earthquake of 1837 were so studied 
by ill-. Robert MUlet, a distin- 
guished engineer, ami his most inter- 
esting work in two profusely illus- 
trated volumes is perhaps the first 
iu which an attempt is made to at- 
tack the problem from its mechanic- 
al side. His study of the destruction 
due to the earthquake was intended 
to lead to the knowledge of the in- 
tensity of the individual blows or 
impulses. But in fact an earthquake 
is not made up of blows at all It is 
a continuous series of intricate twist- 
ings and oscillations iu all possible 
directions, up and down, east and 
west, north and south, of the great- 
est irregularity both in intensity and 
direction. 


Frequently it is quite impossible to 


find among these any single impulse 
at all adequate to do the damage 
which is actually observed. This 
damage is not clone by a blow, it is 
done by the; combination of niauy 
small motions and twistinjfs taking 
place in many directions. 
Ou ac- 


count of this fundamental miscon- 
ception of the nature of an earth- 
quake, most of the conclusions ar- 
rived at by Ml1. Mallet are nut valid, 
and his methods do not generally lead 
to correct results. But nevertheless 
the spirit i-.i which tha question was 
approached was the true one, and he 
is one of the founders of the modern 
science of earthquake measurement. 


This science had its birth iu the 


city of Tokio only a few years ago. 
Within the last dozen years the Uni- 
versity of Tokio has brought togeth- 
er a great number of foreigners of 
ambition ami learning to constitute 
its faculty. I shrewdly suspect that 
in many cases they had few pre- 
scribed duties, and that the inblni- 
rneuts atld laboratories for research 
wero often lacking, at least iu the 
earlier years. This band of Itarntd 
and active men could not fail to be 
incited to the study of the very fre- 
quent earthquakes iu Tokio and the 
vicinity (when we take all Japan 
into account, them are an average of 
two shocks daily), and it is chiefly to 
the members of the Seismologieal 
'society of Japan that we owe the sci- 
ence of earthquake me-a.sMreineut.-—
